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AutKor says 
Warren panel 
prejudged 

WASHINGTON (APJ — The author of 
several books criticizing the official 
investigation of the' assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy says he has 
evidence that the Warren Commission 
prejudged the case. 

In a new book published Saturday, 
Harold Weisberg released a proposed 
outline of the Warren Commission 
report which he said established that 
“the conclusion was determined before 
the investigation began." 

Weisberg said the outline was sub- 
mitted to the commission headed by 
then-Chief Justice Earl Warren in 
January 1964, before the panel began its 
investigation. 

Weisberg said the outline included the 
assumption that Lee Harvey Oswald 
was the assassin, a conclusion later 
reached in the commission's final 
report. 

Several critics, including Weisberg, 
have disputed the commission findings 
that Oswald fired the fatal shots in 
Dallas, Tex., on Nov. 22, 1963, and that 
he acted alone. 

At a news conference called to dis- 
cuss his book, Weisberg called for a 
“full, impartial and open investigation" 
of the assassination. 

The book, entitled “Post Mortem," 
was published privately by Weisberg, 
who also has published a series of books 
called “Whitewash," which also dis- 
puted the Warren Commission findings. 

Weisberg said his latest book includes 
evidence he obtained by filing law suits 
under the Freedom of Information Act.
